This  instrument  was  designed  for  the  purpose  of  scarifying  and  scraping 
the  tongue  in  actinomycosis. 


By  means  of  movable  screw-plates,  the  scarifier  (1)  with  two  blades, 
(2)  with  four  blades,  or  the  scraper  (8),  can  be  affixed  to  the  handle  (altogether

A. — Brass  Syringe,  with  graduated  glass  barrel.  The  barrel  is  encased  in 
the  brass  framework,  the  danger  of  breakage  being  thus  reduced  to  a minimum. 

B. — Bose,  fitted  with  seven  hollow  screw  tubes  with  screw  caps.  On  the 

screw  tubes  one  or  more  of  the  Tubular  Needles  (E)  can  be  fitted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aspiration,  or  for  irrigating  mortifying  tissue,  as  in  Black  Quarter,  or 
parts  which  may  be  the  seat  of  infective  inflammations,  e.g.,  erysipelas  ; and 
also  for  irrigating  tumours  with  iodine.  1.  A female  screw,  for  screwing  on 
to  4 (fig.  A).  2.  Tubular  screws  without  caps. 

C.  — Handle  to  screw  on  to  Bose  when  the  needles  are  required  for  the 
purpose  of  puncturing  tumours  only. 

— Nozzle  for  use  when  instrument  is  required  as  an  enema  or  other 
syringe. 

E. — Various  sized  Tubular  Needles.  (1)  screws  on  to  the  end  of  the 
syringe  (4)  when  used  as  an  aspirator,  or  for  irrigation  with  one  needle  only. 
9.'  Curved  Needle  for  irrigating  the  tongue  in  actinomycosis,  scirrhous  or 
tubercle. 

The  Syringe  is  fitted  with  two  stop-cocks  (1  and  2),  and  a lateral  nozzle  (3). 
When  used  as  an  aspirator,  air  is  prevented  from  entering  the  barrel  by  turn- 
ing off  the  stop-cocks.  The  air  is  then  exhausted  from  the  barrel  by  drawing 
out  the  piston.  The  small  button  (6)  is  connected  with  a rod  running  down 
the  centre  of  the  piston,  and  to  the  end  of  this  rod  is  affixed  a small  catch, 
which  fixes  and  prevents  the  piston  being  drawn  down  by  the  force  of  aspi- 
ration when  it  has  been  pulled  out  to  its  greatest  extent.  The  piston  can  be 
released  immediately  by  pressing  in  the  button  (6).  When  a vacuum  has  been 
formed  in  the  cylinder  of  the  syringe  it  is  screwed  on  to  the  aspirating  needle 
(previously  passed  into  the  cavity  or  sac  from  which  the  fluid  is  to  be  with- 
drawn), and  the  stop-cock  (2)  turned  on.  The  fluid  immediately  rushes  into 
the  cylinder  and  fills  it.  By  turning  on  the  stop-cock  (1)  and  turning  off  the 
stop-cock  (2),  the  fluid  can  be  discharged  from  the  cylinder  through  the  nozzle 
(3)  without  displacing  the  instrument.  A vacuum  can  again  be  formed  by 
turning  off  the  stop-cock  (1),  and  the  process  repeated  until  all  the  fluid  is 
removed  from  the  cavity  or  cyst. 

When  used  as  an  Enema  or  Injecting  Syringe  the  nozzle  (D)  is  screwed 
on  to  the  end  of  the  syringe  (4),  the  stop-cock  (2)  is  turned  off  and  the  stop- 
cock (1)  is  turned  on  ; a piece  of  elastic  tube  is  then  slipped  over  the  nozzle
